AUCTIONS | 


Caveat Emptor 
An Overview 
PART. 


"'In 1960 an English merchant put on sale and sold to a 
Dutch Company, the Eiffel Tower in Paris, France. The price 
realized was 20 centimes a kilogram. The tower weighted 6,900 
tons or 13,800,000 kilograms or 30,360,000 pounds. At 20 
entimes a kilogram the purchase price was 276,000,000 entimes or 
2,760,000 francs or at an exchange rate of 6 is $460,000 U. S.. 
The French and British governments took a dim view of 
auctioning off national monuments and took umbrage and it was 
disastrous to the parties involved.'' Such are the hazards of 
our present day buy and sell civilization. 


The popularity of auctions is extraordinary, even though 
not exclusive to this circa. With the advent of good roads and 
motor vehicles, the territory of the modern collector has been 
enlarged to go far distances for the desired rarity that would 
fill a hole in a collection. There is the excitement of the 
gamble, emotional excitement that keeps bidding alive, the 
desire to win, lots of fun, sometimes comradeship, all of which 
is of the same measure in a rural auction at Pocahontas’‘as in 
the expensive, knowledgeable aura at Parke-Benet in New York. 
Either auction will be the same with the words’ ''Going once, 
going twice-going third and last call.'' Then the bargain is 
sealed with words ''Sold to number 21''. 


What are the auction rules. The auction notice states 
""According to the usual rules.'' On a mail bid auction list 
recently in World Coin News the notice states, ''According to 
the usual WCN rules.'' No other information is made 


advailable. 


What, indeed, are the rules. To understand the rules, 
some written, others not, requires a delving into the historical 
origins and development of auctions. 


In the beginning there was the prehistoric man and he 
acquired the concept of ownership, then barter, then money of a 


sorts. The first written notice of auctions is in the Greek 
Herodotus ''Chronicles'' in the fifth century B. C.. Herodotus 
used the words ‘'bid'' in connection with an auction of young 
females for marriage purposes in ancient Babylon. The most 
levely received the highest bids for the least comely or 
homliest, the auctioneer sometimes had to pay a reluctant bidder 
to. take the commodity. In this manner Babylon assured that all 
of their women were wed. 


Later the Roman soldiers would dispose of their loot 
acquired by conquest by selling to the highest bidder. This was 
called '‘auctio.'' Later the French word was ''vendue'' and 


the Scotts called it the ''roup''. 


The word euction was introduced into England by the 
conquering Roman armies and later by the English to America. 
The auction became an integral part of the anglo-american common 
law. An auction was a convenient way to dispose of property 
and became one of the greatest selling devices in a civilization 


built on buying and selling goods. 


Not only is this true in a capitalist society but in others. 
Today, on a Saturday or a Sunday, in the woods on the hills 
surrounding Moscow, if one searches well, he will locate an 
illegal auction of Znachi and other numismatic material. That 
is the full circle from the ancient Babylonian auction of 
females to wed to the Russion modern auction of znachi. 


There have been great and unusual auctions of which the 


auction of the entire Roman Empire was the greatest. That wa 
in the first century A. D.. The murders of Emperor Pertinax 
placed the entire Roman Empire up for auction. The Roman 
Senate did not act or object. The auction came about and after 


spirited-bidding the entire Roman Empire, extending from Syria 
to the east to the Danube on the north and to Britain*:on ‘the 





west was sold to and purchased by Senator Didius Julianus. He 
was proclaimed emperor by popular vote. The various armies took 


umbrage at the sale of their empire and each ‘declared its own 
commander emperor and converged on Rome. The soldiers ] 
Didius and proclaimed Septimus Severus as emperor. Such were 


the hazards of the early history of auctions.

COINS AND THE NATION’S GROWTH 
by Laurie Ryan 


Money is used throughout the world as a means of 
exchange for goods and services. Few people, though. know 
how the money of their country started, what it means, or 
where it is made. The money of the United States has a 
history which runs parallel to that of the growth of the 
nation. 

Congress has set many standards, through the Articles 
of Confederation, on how the money issue should be handled 
in the United States. One of these acts was issued in 1787 


when Congress took the power away from the states to coin 
their own money. In 1788 Congress tock over money prod- 


uction and placed a face value on each coin that was to be 
used. Congress assumed the power to determine the number of 
each coin minted and the value of that coin with respect to 
some valuable metal such as silver or gold. Congress also 
assumed the power to regulate the amount of each alloy, the 
type of metal, used in each coin. 

Qn September 20, 1786, Congress set the value of the 
dollar at 375.464 arains, the smallest unit of weight, of 
pure silver. It also set the standard under which the half 
cent and cent would be made out of copper: dimes or tenths 
of a dollar, quarters, half dollars, and dollars would be 
made out of silvers and five dollars and ten dollars would 
be made out of aold. 

On April 2, 1792, though, the Coinage Act stated the 
units of money were to become dismes or tenths, cents or 
hundredths, and milles or thousandths. It also stated the 
value of silver at 371.25 grains of pure silver. (13 

The early coinage system was based on the English units 
of pounds, shillings, and pence and the Spanish unit of 
dollars. The Spanish system became more commonly used, and 
thus developed into the Dollar, Half Dollar, Quarter Dollar 
system we still use. (23 

There were two plans submitted to the Congress for the 
establishment of the denomination system of the coins. The 
first, which was submitted on January 15, 1782 by Robert 
Morris. used the units of bit, quint, and mark. The bit 
equaled one hundred units: the quint equaled five hundred 
units: and the mark equaled one thousand units. 

This theory was quickly rejected for the decimal system 
established by Governor Morris, Robert Morris, Thomas 
Jefferson, Georae Washington, and Alexander Hamilton.¢{3) It 
was then approved by Congress that "The money unit of the 
United States of America be one dollar. The smallest coin 
be of copper, of which two hundred shall pay for one dollar. 
That the several pieces shall increase in a decimal 
ratio."{4} Hecause of this, the half cent became the 
smallest part of the dollar and every coin after it had a 
decimal increase.

AU $725.00; $20 Cody, Wyoming note with a catalog of #70 
realized $260.00; a roll of 1931 S cents $1,150.00; a roll 
of 1914 S cents circulated $405.00; Half of a roll set of BU 
war nickels $1,000.00; 1942 D dime roll BU %1,400.00; 1942 S 
dime roll BU $1,125.00; Partial set of BU Roosevelt Dime 
Rolls with a C.D.N. price of $6,781.00 realized $46,900.00.

I am a voliector of Fort Dodge merchant trade tokens, or as they are sonetimes 
called, “Good Fors", These swall interesting links to the past become more interest- 
ing when the collector specializes in his ow locality and secures a historical re- 
cord of the tokens' history to go along with the collection. 

My own personal collection was started 14 years ago when I found my first token 
with a metal detector on the ball diamond of the old Carpenter school in Fort Dodge. 
I must admit at the time of discovery I wasn't as thrilled with the find as I would 
have been with u good collectable coin, I remember cleaning it with soap and water 
and noticed it was deep chocalate brown in color due to the high mineral content of 
the soil's effect on the once-shiny brass. After cleaning it, I looked it over and 
was still not excited! I do remember asking some older residents of Fort Dodge about 
the business called Jack's Place and was told it was a tavern and sandwich shop that 
had been located on the east side of Fort Dodge. After these conversations, I became 
interested in where the business was actually located, so I went to the public libra- 
ry and started researching the old city directories. After about an hour-and-a-half 
search I found the information I was looking for, the street address of the business 
along with the owner's name, and a short description of the type of business. I then 
went to the directories for the subseavent years and found that the business had be- 
en in operation for only about 3 years. I think at this time I was still not hooked 
on collecting tokens, but this initial trip to the library was to be but the first of | 
many, many similar trips in the not-too-distant future. I started finding more tokens 
with the metal detector as well as at garage sales and flea markets, and relatives 
started looking around their homes for additions to my budding collection. 

After probably 10 or 15 trips to the library for reasearch; I found that I was 
gaining a pretty good history of the business community and found that it was becom- 
ing easier to locate the businesses in the directories. One of the difficulties I 
first encountered in using the directories was that a tavern was not a tavern but in- 
stead a saloon or a soft drink parlor, or the business' secondary purpose was selling 
cigars. This was due to the public's view on beer and liquor at the time, and such 
was the language of yesteryear. 

At this time my collection possibly numbered some 15 pieces from Fort Dodge, and — 
I thought I was the only collector of such things. My collection was getting larger | 
and it wasn't until one evening at a meeting of the Fort Dodge Coin Club that I learn-_ 
ed from a fellow collector that there were others who collected tokens, among thema | 
Mr. Lewis K. Ferguson, author of “Iowa [rade Tokens". I managed to get a copy of his — 
initial book, "Trade Tokens of Iowa", and after looking over the Fort Dodge section 
found there were several tokens listed that I had not yet encountered. This further 
whetted my interest, and I made a list of the ones I still needed for my collection. 

I took this list to the library and obtained the business owners' names and started ej 
trying to locate some of the owners. This method proved to be successful and produced — 
a few more additions. I also gave a talk and exhibited my collection at a meeting of 
the Fort Dodge Coin Club and created some interest among the members, because some of 
them started bringing tokens to later meetings for me to identify and possibly add to 
my collection. I also exhibited my collection at our cluo's fall coin show, a first . 
for me as I had never exhibited on a competitive level. With the help of Harry Peters 
I put together my exhibit, Fort Dodze Zuxonumia. ituch to my surprise, my exhibit won 
the best of show trophy. | 

I found out that Mr. Ferguson lived in Ames, so I arranged a Sunday afternoon . 
visit with him. After he looked at my collection, he said he was impressed by the num= . 
ber of unlisted tokens that I had. tie asked if he could record them for a future book | 
he was planning and set out recording each of them. For those of you wno have never 
met Lewis, he is a very warm interesting person. I keep up a steady correspondence . 
with Lewis as I acquire new wilisted issues. I send pencil rubbings as well as a writ 
ten descrintion for his. I encourare readers of this article who are token collectors 
to ret aveuainted with Lewis and docwaent your own unlisted tokens with him, as I feel

this information is iiaportant to any future pdooks. 

By my count there are 124 tokens that were issued ror use 
ing the 33 unlisted tokens tnat 1 heve discovered. At the present time I have succ- 
eeded in locating 83 of the 124, so the search continues. 

I recieve a lot of enjoyment from token collecting that was not present when I 
collected U.S. coins. I find that I cannot go into 2 coin shop and say I wunt a cer- 
tain token and am able to get it. While I collected U.S. coins, if I had the necessary 
funds for a certain coin needed for my collection, most coin shops could oblige me. 
Once the purchase was made the newly acquired specimen was put in the hole in the 
album and the fun was over. With tokens one may search for weeks, months, or years 
before a specimen is located. After the token is acquired, the fun begins getting the 
information needed to includeit in tke collection. I find that one almost has to be- 
come a private investigator to actively pursue the hobby, as most of these trade 
tokens, after their period of use, were disposed of by being thrown in a river, down 
an abandoned well, or buried, making some issues aliost iipossible to locate. It is 
my feeling that these tokens should be vreserved for future generations to enjoy. They 
were the forerunner of the modern day store couson and a trade stimulator of yester- 
day. 


in Fort Dodge count- 


Trade tokens come in a wide variety of snapes as well as materials. Most were 
round in shape and were either made of brass or aluminum. Some were very simple in 
design and lucked any decoration to give them eye appeal, while others were of a dif- 
ferent shape and have scrolled letterinzs along with decorations. 

Little did I know 14 years ago tnat these small pieces of metal would have such 
an impact on ay collectinz intersts. I am hooked now!

NUMISMATIC NEWS SURVEY SHOWS OVERWHELMING 


SUPPORT TO CHANGE U.S. COIN DESIGNS 


(Iola, WI) -- U.S. collectors have reacted by an overwhelming margin 
in favor of changing the designs of the current circulating coinage of 
the United States, according to David Harper, editor of coin hobby weekly 
NUMISMATIC NEWS. Harper feels changes in coin designs can only be 
beneficial to the entire country. 

Spurred by an interview with Diane Wolf of the Fine Arts Commission, 
in the January 13, 1987 issue, the editors of NUMISMATIC NEWS, now in its 
35th year of hobby-leading publishing, took the topic to the streets. 
They found collectors reacted favorably to the measure. Current statutes 
call for an approved coin design to remain in circulation 25 years before 
it is eligible for replacement or a face lift. All U.S. circulating 
coins -- except for the half dollar -- have passed the quarter century 


mark. The Kennedy half will have its 25th birthday in 1989. 

A solid 93% of the 2,117 surveys received so far called for a 
change. The three-question ballot that appeared in the February 10 issue 
of NUMISMATIC NEWS was also available at major hobby shows in Long Beach, 
CA, and Charlotte, NC, for collectors to express their views. The 
combined results will be forwarded to Ms. Wolf, Rep. Frank Annunzio on 
Capitol Hill, and to Secretary of the Treasury James A. Baker III. 
Shortly after the front page ballot and accompanying query in the NEWS 
broke, other major hobby organizations and periodicals indicated their 
support of the proposal. 

"We think it's great," stated Harper. "Interest seems intense among 
collectors. We received twice the ballots on this compared to our 1985 
query on the Statue of Liberty coin program and our results then 
foreshadowed the great success of the record-breaking Liberty program." 

A variety of design suggestions were on the ballot, including one 
for the same presidents as on current coins, but with new portraits. 
That category finished a distant fifth in the voting. Historical events 


took the top spot, followed by Miss Liberty, other presidents and notable 


Americans. A number of other suggestions were offered by interested

collectors. Possible topics included the space shuttle, U.S. flags, 
National Parks, landmarks, sports Sunbicales astronauts, world and U.S. 
mans, and discoveries and inventions. 

"From what we've seen over the past several years, it's not 
" said Harper = 


surprising to see the current presidents voted down,' 


the offices of NUMISMATIC NEWS. "Collectors are simply tired of them. 


The popularity among collectors qf such strong designs as the Mercury 
dime, the Buffalo nickel and the Walking Laberce half dollar would 
indicate that, for the most part, collectors are very much concerned 
about the intrinsic beauty of design as aan pe the value of the coin. 
All of the current circulating coins have moved away from those classic 
types in favor of the head profile. 

"We feel strongly that fresh designs will open a new world to all 


Americans," Harper said. "They will reinforce and communicate our 


country's ideals and aspirations to the people as well as spur a new 
interest in coin collecting, which in turn will make a profit for the 
treasury." 

Many collectors feel that design changes will prompt an increase in 
coin collecting. A hefty 90% of those responding indicated that, in 
their minds, a new series of circulating coins would definitely spark 
interest in the hobby and encourage new cel ieetare to join the ranks. 

“We feel the entire hobby will benefit from this push," stated 
Harper.
